Notwithstanding the unfavorable 
weather that has prevailed since the 
Holcomb meetings h.^i^an at the 
Methodist church Sunday morning 
full houses have ptreeted the evan- 
gelist every ni^ht The morning 
LTvices have all been well attended 
ml deep interest has been nianifest- 
1 from the start. 

Before begihning his sermon 
Tuesday night, iMr. Holcomb spoke 
at some length ^ to the duty of 
business men closing their places qt 
business and allowing iall employes 
chance of attending morning 
services. He related instances where 
this had been done at other places 
with wonderful results for good. 
He made an indirect appeal to the 
merchants of this city to do the 
same thing. 

He then asked Mr. Smoot to sing 
the last song that Sam Jones ever 
heard. It was at the Jones-Holcomb 
meeting at Oklahoma City, 
Jones starting home and dying 
suddenly in a Pullman car. Mr. 
Smoot Ming Hbtt song with great ef- 
fect. 

Mr. Holcomb then began a most 
powerful liennon. It was entirely 
free from sensationalism. The 

evangelist was so intensely in earn- 
?st that everything that might pro- 
voke even a smile was omitted. For 
one hour he held up hefoi 
audience the smfuiness (A breaking 
God's laws. He addre.ssed his re- 
marks firs: t'l the people in the 
church who are living: in sin and be- 
lieve that there is no penalty in vio- 
lating (iod's Jaw.s as to the l ight and 
pure living. They say they are 
"getting all right and are faithful 
in their attendance, and all that, 
wiiensomeof them are violating 
God.'i laws. They think they are 
better than the fellow outside the 
church, when they are as guilty as 
he." They do not care about death 
and judgment and hell, but you will, 
sometime. All civil laws uid ordi- 
have a penalty for violation, 
but some people think there is no 
jH^nalty Uvr violatii;? G'xi's laws. 
Whoever heard of a code of laws 
without iHjnalties? Suppose that 
the papers shouk) give publicity to 
the fact that ordinances of the city 
of Hopkinsville and the laws of this 
State had no penalty for violation, 
what woukl be the result? Immedi- 
ately the thugs, murderers and 
thieves of Chicago would rush down 
here and soon there would be noth- j 
ingleft. They would murder and 
steal and bum up everything. An- 
arctiy would have full play and your I 
town would cease to exist. 

Hesaidthat the sinner in thei 
church and the sinner out of it, 
arethesame in the .sight of Cod.

yj ITH ail the strife and strug- 
M\ jrle for new breeds and new 
-warietips of the old brceils 
JVpt to forget that there are several 
irecds mill varieties that arc all that 
•iUn t fancy or utility can demand 
Mid aro yet susceptible to improve- 
ment. While none of the varieties 
me perfect it is time that some 
HBWer the ideal demanded by the 
Jteidard than others. Many of the 
vapnpular varieties are worthy of 
our best effort« toward their 
provement. There are apparent 
nasons why some varieties have fal- 
3en from public favor, but there are 
same that have real merit and it is 
impossible to make a guess why they 
jmw not being hret\ more. 
W« can say that the Dominique has 
Im«i replaced by the Barred Plym- 
eath Rock, a more sjrmmetricai built 
iaml, of arreater m^rit as a flesh and 
4IS producer— a variety just as well 
omitted from the Standard. We 
■very seldom see the Java now except 
at the fall shows. I know of only 
one flook in the C. ntral States. This 
jman has bred them for a number of 
:ycars, now alone, formerly side by 
.liidewith other varieties. He claims 
they are all that could be asked for 
aa a utility fowl. The Asiatics, with 
ihe exceptions of the Light Brahma 
and Black Langshan. are a lacking 
:ftctor at most shows. There never 
has been much claimed for them, 
except as a fancier's fowl, but as a 
^cy bird either of the several va- 
Tieties will give the breder all the 
griet he wants to produce speci- 
mens that are right. In the crofeses 
of th.- Li^ht Brahmas and Black 
I^angi^hans they cannot be called real 
.popular birds, but the fact remains 
that better birds are bred now than 
ever before. Frizzles, Rumpless and 
Silkies are varieties th^t the writer 
. could never see a reason for existing. 
We bred Silkies for a number of 
years, using them as foster mothers 
for pheasant and quail, but hever 
could create a real demand for the 
the birds, except' among the iair 
followers. . - 

The Ancona is another^are variety. 
1 saw a good-8i^«d1lock of good ones 

^-^ajateal-ffSns o^ them— a few days 
ago at one of those little towns which 

you can reach by rail in the enily 

morniii^ ;i:iJ can't ^et out of uiiiil 
late nik''it. 'F'he fancier's yard wis 
the on!\ n 'alile .spot in this deserted 
minister s i >wn and it did much to 
pass the lunff hours away. Thi.s 
variety i.s su-sceptiblo to the influence 
of skillful iirwliriK and should bf 
set-n ofti'iiiT III iii'-trcr (juati.ti 
ties. Ti;. - i I 1.: ..pi r.il to 'tlii' 
Leghorn brLcilfr.-. riii; iilack Wyan 
dottee is a fowl of merit and can be 
used more frequently on the egg 
farm. They are as handsome as any 
black fowl and I be ieve throw less 
purple than any of the other black 
varietie,s. It seems to the writer 
that if the Wyandotte lovers that, 
live in cities bred thorn one sej\son 



of Wyandottaaand Orpingtons, and 
*>^*Svho also keeps an accurate and 
trustworthy record of his fowls, this 
variety outlaid all other varieties of 
both breeds, all being housed and 
fed the same. 

' Now the'Blacks are not this bree^l 
6r*8 favorite and if there had been 
any handicap given in the matter of 
house and yard the Blacks would not 
have been the favored ones. It 
.seems to the writer that there would 
be a good deal of pleasure and some 
profit for some of the true fanciers 
to take up some of these side-tracked 
varieties and breed them up to the 
state of perfection that their merits 
entitled them to. The writer has no 
objection to the newer varities, but 
believes that some of the old ones 
arebeiAff neglected. The new va- 
rieties have merit, of course, notably 
the Rhode Ishind Reds and the Co- 
lumbians, but I believe that entrance 
to the Standard of perfection is too 
easy and that the bars should te 
put up a little higher.— B. J. Hi 
Inland Poultry Journal.

BOUT three years ago I smarted 
breed S* C. Buff Leghorns 
buying a cheap pen from a 

local breeder, and I thought I had 
the prettiest lot I ever saw. 1 used 
them as breeders t'lat .year and did 
hot raiso a good chicken from them; 
they all had black or white in wings 
or tail. 

' I miadea mistake that many others 
oft^hido by not startmg with extra 
good stock at the beginning. It costs 
a little more at first, but you will 
soon get it back with good ntock; 
but when you buy cheap stock you 
never gain much. The next year I 
got rid of that pen and purchased a 
pen of extra fine breeders and went 
mto the show room and beat the 
man I bought the first pen from all 
to pieces, and have been doing it 
ever since. 

I think the Buff l.«ghorns are the 
best general purpose fowl in exis- 
tence to-day, as they are very hardy, 
quick growers, and when grown are 
the greatest layers on earth. My 
pullets begin laying at from four 
and a half to six months old, and 
keep .steadily at it all through the 
winter. They moult early in the 
fal! nnd are ready to lay again byn 
th'j last of October, which makes' 
th-m very profitable to me during 
' winter. If the little chickens' 
wi iK^ are clipped about every two 
weeks until they are about six weeks 
old they will grow very fast and 
make a fine broiler chicken, as by , 
clipping the wings it stops the feath- 1 
er growth and strengthens the body j 
more. 

I put out two broods last year at 
the same time; one was Barred 
Plymouth Rocks and ihe othjr Bull' 
l..eghorns. I kept the Leghorns' 
win^H cut and at six weeks the Leg- 
horns were a trifle larger than the 
Rocks. I have tried the Leghorns 
with a nunriber of other breeds at 
'he same time, and they always do 
better for me than atiy of the others. 
I dVn breedi.ig Buff Wyandottes now 
1 h the Leghorns, and if I have to 
e up one I would keep the Leg- • 
horn, 8, as I believe there in more

Not only 
that, the pufK'lired an uniform in 
lookH after diKMinflr. and Bell higher 
on thifl account for breodiriK and 
hatching purposos. Their eggs and 
themselves always nell higher than 
the market price for either. PersonH 
raising the pure-breds exclusively in 
this country must keep all their eggs 
from early npring until the halehing 
season . is over to supply the demand 
for the eggs; and now, since incuba- 
tors are so useful and common, 
those who want eggs often order 
many week.'i ahead in order to get all 
they need. Another reason is that 
the mongrel hen averages at the 
best about 40 eggs per year. The 
pure-bred laying breeds with the 
worst care given lay over a 

hundred eggs, and with nxiderate 
attention I have known them to lay 
very close to two hundred c^cg.s per 
year. 

What is net'ded is to bring our 
pure breeds tip to the highest type 
of hardiness, utility and beauty, and 
then for the poultry fanner to use 
only the fowls that are strictly pure 
in blood. Until then poultry-raising 
will be more or less an uncertainty. 

When good blood is used we see 
success in all branches of live stock. 
Blood is the foundation of success. 
In all established business the best is 
what must be secured for f oundatlon . 
Mongrel hens may answer f(ir some 
owners, but the beat is the cheapest 
in the long run. and those who would 
prosper in the future poultry busi- 
ness mu.st produce the best for breed- 
ing. As a rule you cannot buy a 
breeder's best birds, unless he raises 
them in large numbers and has more 
good birds than he needs for his own 
breeding pens -birds fully as good 
as he has selected for his own use. 
It is an honest breeder you can buy 
■ggs for hatching from his beat 
pens, and the chances are yon can 
raise birds just as good as his best at 
a small cost. Start right by saving 
only the best eggs from the selected 
hens for incubation, the mo.st proli- 
fic layers. The cost of pure-bre<i 
fowls to commence with will be little, 
and they will prove more profitable 
than the common or cross-bred kinds.

ancestors belonged. 

Why is the pure-bre<l fowl better 
than the mongrel? The reasons are 
many. For one, you can always de- 
pend on the pure-breds for uniform 
growth. Take a mongrel hen and 
her chickens will vary. They never 
grow fast, and one or two in the 
bunch will be ready for market "wo 




to get . old erin,,. ■ li,,- (Iratl, li 
there is any, usually passes over 
their heads. Iliavi' always argued 
that when it comes to egg protiuction 
there is particularly do best breed, 
for all hens are ctcalod to lay eggs, 
but, of course ditlerent breeds suit 
differeat conditions, and all you 
.have to do is to bring about the 
! condition that best suits the breed 
fon handle, and then I think the 
j problem will he about solved. Of 
'course, we hear upon all .sides that 
the Ijcghorn is the best for egg pro- 
duction, but 1 Ihink the rea.son for 
this assertion is the Leghorns re(juire 
little or no attention. They are thrif- 
ty and look out for th(;ni.selves. 1 sup- 
pose yon e-ould take a dozen leghorn 
hens'hnd tnrn them loose in the 
woods for a while without any food 
and you will get a few eggs, but put 
them up in close confinement and 
how many eggs you get unlesa you 
feed them well. On the other hand, 
the Buff Cochin comes under the op- 
posite condition. They will lay more 
eggs in confinement than if they 
were given the range of a hundred- 
acre farm I will admit that if a 
man must raise chickens and has not 
much time to give to them, he had 
bet ter rai.se seme other breed, But 
in the other hand, if he will give 
lis ( 'oehiri hens a little time and 
:are the result* will be highly satis- 
factory. 

The Cnchin hen is naturally gentle 
and makes the best of mothers, and 
I tbirfk, the Buff Cochin as bred to- 
day is away ahead of those we had 
ten years ago, both in shape, color- 
ing and feathering. This is bound 
to r)rodiice more admirers of this 
grand old fowl which has helped to 
fill nish blood in the development of 
many new breeds we have now.— E. 
H. Swain, in Exchange. 



The Buff Cochin 



HE old saying that a scratching 
hen lays the eggs I have found to 
be the truth. I believe that a Coch- 
in hen should be made to scratch a 
little just the sam^^ as the rest of 
them, and 1 also think that a scratch- 
ing shed is one of the best additions 
that was ever put onto a hen- house, 
for when the cold, bleak, snowy days 
of winter comes ihey need a scratch 
ing shed to keep them bu.sy. so that 
they may keep warm and happy, 
thereby increasing the egg prot 
tion. It is necessary to keep Cochin 
hens worsting a little as they will get 
too fat, which is sure to decrease the 
egg yield. Cochins are naturally a 
little bit on the lazy order, but why 
should that be charged up against 
them as a faalt, for by not running 
around so much a« some of her 
cousins, she also requires less feed, 
and when fed the right kind of ma- 
terial in the right way it will mostly 
go into the egg yields, as it does not 
require all your feed to keep up her 
general condition. 

Some people olijeel lo the 1 
Cochin onaiicount of the leg and 
foot feathering, and, when asked 
the reason, state that^ it looks bad 
when they are rumiing around in the 
snow and mud in bad weather. Well, 
I want to state right here, and I 
thinic meet of the readers- of this 
small article will agree with me, that 
the man who wants or lets his chick 
ens, feathers or no feathers, rur: 
around in the snow and mud is a 
mighty poor manager, as this can be 
easily overcome by providing the 
scratching shed for jui-t such kind of 
weather. 

For a town lot, 1 believe the Buff 
Cwhin can be raised more success- 
fully than any other chicken. They 
are not all the tini,' nmninir aiound 
the f.-nce trying to Met out. and 
more can be raised on the .same 
amount of ground than some of the 
smaller breeds as they are always 
contented wherever you put them. 
A fence three or three and a half 
feet high will easily confine either 
old or young fowls of the breed. I 
think this one item alone must be 
an important factor with our friends, 
for it is undoubtebly a lot of satis- 
faction to know that when you put 
your fowls into a pen tin y will d 
and not bea menac to yom n. dj 
l)or's garden, thus causing trout 
with tho.se who do not keep fowls. 

For winter egg prcxluction the 
Buir Cochin is one of the best. They 
need nu poles to roost npuu. but

Work For the Fowls. 



A lazy fowl is not profitable, and 
one way to make the birds lazy is to 
overfeed th.m. Overfeeding leads 
to many vices, and some diaea-ses oc- 
cur mostly where the birds have been 
pampered. The blood of birds is 
warmer than that of animals, and as 
soon as they are overfed they take 
on fat very readily, the result being 
that they die from vertigo, or be- 
come subject to liver disease, espe- 
cially fatty degeneration. The feed- 
ing fbould be so as to keep the hens 
at work by scratching, and if a few 
grains of wheat or corn are buried 
in the ground in litter, the hens will 
industriously work for them, an ex- 
cellent plan \ii'\nir to scatter millet 
seed in litter, or even on the .surface 
of the ground. The oliject should he 
to feed less eoneentrated food and 
make potatoes, crrass or other bulky 
material s<TveilH> purpo.se, as the 
hens prefer foods which contain all 
the elements necessary for promot 
ing layinK. Lean meat, blood and 
animal meal are valuable additions 
to the grain and bulky foods.— Poul- 
try Journal.
